tianss telleth, that the Sunne paſſing in the middle of the 
circle of the Zodiack,ſenderh fom himſelfe twelue beams, 
by which the vpper and nether badies are comforted, The 
Sun (ſayth he) is the well of the mind, reaſon, might, and in 
wit of Fre world, and moderature of the firmament. Ma- 
crebin; ſheweth in defining the Planeres, that the light of 
all the roundnes of Circles, commeth of the Sun, And that 
he is in the middeſt among the Planetes, to make harmony 
and accorde, as the middleftring of an inſtrument of Mu- 
ficke, Eccleſiaſtes ſayth, what is more cleare then the Sun? 
The Sun ſayth he, ouerlooketh all things and declareth the 
day. Leigh. Can ye ſay any more in commendation of this 
Planet? Gerard, Yea, twice as much, if it were not for ma- 
king you weary . But to conclude, Saint Mathew writeth, 
that Jeſur when hee wassranshigured, his face ſhone as the 
Sunne. And heę ſayeth alſo in the end (whereby he mea- 
neth the ende of endes) the righteous ſhall ſhine as the 
Sunne. Well, nowe I will proceede to that precious ſtone, 
which the Herehaughtes doe vſe in blazon, for, and in the 
name of this mettall, and Planet that is called a Topace, 
which ſtone for his vertue, is ſayed to bee noble. And as 
Dioſcorides wryteth, it ſ 2 wrath, "ſorrow, and euill 
thoughtes, and helpeth the bearer thereof, of frenzie and 
ſodaine death. This ſtone, for his worthineſſe, was ſet in 
the breaſt lappe of Aaron. Leigh. Are theſe ſo many and 
ſundry blazons, vſed of all Herehaughtes? And are they all 
auncient? Gerard, Theſe three ſorts haye,beenvſed, and 
are as auncient as from the firſt begining of Armes bearing. 
And there are three other alſo, but 5 of nearer time. 
As blazon by the dayes in the weeke, deuiſed by Paw- 
con, principall Herehaughte of Englande, in zhe-tyme 
| of 
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of the famous Ki, Edvard the third. Alſo Blazon by Flow- 
ers; deuiſed by a French Herehaught, called 1 
in the time oſ Charles the ſeauenth French King. And laſt, 
the blazon, by the principal 2 of mans body, deuiſed 


by an Almaine, in the time of King Henry the Bur all 
choſe I omit for lengthning of time. Now will Iſhew you 
the meaning of this mettall, and that it is ſometime ſimple, 
and foinetime compounded, Le. How is it when yee callic 
ſimple ?

Te. You digreſſe now, and meddle with that that apper- 
taineth hot to this Ar. Cel. I maruell what Science; Art, or 
miſtery it Were, chat an Hetauld ſhould haue none intelli- 

ence thereof, were it neuer ſo ſeeret or profound ? For, if 
- haue not of allthings ſotne vnderſtanchag, as well as of 
ſeuerall languages, he is not worthy to be an Herehaught. 
Therfote neceſfary it is for him to haue an vniuerſal kns w - 
ledge in each thing, But though this indeed concerne'an 
ether Art, yet our part is to ſet out that wee doe, to gloty. 
For looke what ſoundes to praiſe and commendation;ʒ that 
we meddle and muſt haue to doe withall. But becauſe ye 
haue taken me vp ſo ſhott at the beginning, as though ye 

thought I would haue beene long iu prayſing of Siluer,as I 
was of Golde, Iwill ft your eaſe cut off much that I was 
minded to haue ſpoken, To conelude therfore, onely note 
this, That as the precious mettall. Gold, doth in luis nature 
excell all other: So is Siluer onely excelled thereof, and ex- 
cept that, is the moſt precious of: all other mettals, Nowe I 
will leaue it, and come to the planet thereof, which is the 
Moone, Pliny ſaith,the Moone is the fairenes of the night, 
mother of the humour, and lady of the ſea and times. a- 
crobius writeth, that the Moone is the chaunger of the ayre 
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and windes, Lady ofthe flouds and ebbes, and encreaſer of 
braine, bloud arid marrow. The holy ſcripture ſaith, ſhee is 
the - am and encreaſer of fruites, er in the be- 
nediction of Ioſeph, Moyſes bleſſing him with the ripe 
fruits of che Moon. Which is a good proofe, that the moon 
bringeth ripenes vnto fruits, though it ſeem a thing contra- 
ry to reaſon. And ſo there I leaue, & come now to the pre- 
cious ſtone, called the Pearle, Which Iſidore writeth, — l 
engendered of the dewe of Heauen. Plata ſaith, che Peatle 
hath vertue comfortatiue, and reſtoratiue, and is foode to 
man: which is verified by Jaſepluu, who ſheweth, that when 
Ieruſalem was beſiedged by Titus Deſpaſſan, the Iewes li- 
ued long, hauing nothing to eat but only Pearles. Ariſto- 
tle teller, that pearle hath a ſinguler vertue in comforting 
the braine. The kingdome of Heauen ſaith Chriſt, is like vn- 
to a Marchant ſeeking goodly Pearls, which when he foũd 
one precious pearle, ſolde all that hee had and bought it. 
Whereby Herehaughts may le arne, to beſtow this precious 
treaſure ypon ſuch as worthily will eſteem the ſame, and to 
rewarde the Oxe with hay, as Agrippa well neteth, And ſo 
end I with this metall, planet and one, ſhewing vnto you 
the fignification of the mettall.

Now, will Iſpcake of the plannet Mars, 
which is the Plannct that this colour appertaineth to, and 
is of all other, the hotteſt and moſt fiery, Aarcianss tel- 
leth, he is the Armiporent God of battell, whoſe hardy de- 
fire is to be auenged with ſpeedy boldnes. Prolomeus faith, 
this Planner maketh a man apt to all firy workes, Le.Ifthis 
be all the praiſe you can give him, you will no more offend 
me with tediouſnes.

Azure : It is royall and a colour 
of heauenly hew, For when the 
Sun ſhinerh moſt cleare, and that 
all clouds are put to exile, the fir- 
mament is all wholy of this co- 
lour,which is onely ef che pure - 
neſſe of the ayte. Whereof Iob 
ſpeaketh to the buſie ſearchers 
of Gods miſteries,ſaying. Then 
ſhall the reſidue of the life be as 
cleare as the noone day: which 
Py to the iudgement of man, is all 
* Azure. Whoſe proper planet is 
Iupiter, which by his goodnes as Maxtianxs ſayth, abateth 
the malice of Saturne. Therefore the Poets fain, that he did 
ut his father out of his kingdome : Iſidore writeth, as he a- 
bank the malice of the euill planets, ſo he augmenteth the 
goodneſſe of good planets, whoſe precious tone is the Sa- 
phire, which as [fer telleth, is both noble and excellent, 
& to be worn vpon the fingers of princes. Disſcorides wri- 
teth ofit, ſaying: It lightneth the body, and preſerueth the 
limmes whole, The Saphire (ſayth hee) is the Carbuncles 
mother. For the Carbuacle is ſound within the Saphire, as 
the child within the wombe. He ſaich alſo, it hath a ſin 
vertue, to accord people in ſtrife, and to abate ynkind heate 
of burning feauers. Bound to the pulſe, it helpeth againſt 
melicholy, & ſtancheth bleeding that commeth of anguiſh, 
and is a remedy againſt venom, and preferueth the la 
the old rime,it was onel wed to Apollo, che rather to 
haue a ſpeedy anſwere of him, oſ thoſe things that were re- 
queſted. Here ending with this colour, planet and ſtone, I 
will enter into the ſignifications.

that may be. So theſe are euen as light and darknefſe, And 
ſithen of nature they may bee ſeene of all other co- 
lours, therefore is that ſhield called faireſtin the field.

And in 
the ſunne ſhining , rayſerh of it ſelfe a beame in the ayre. 
Dioſcorides ſayeth, itencreaſeth riches, and preuayleth in 
play. Ambroſius affirmeth, that it ceaſeth tempeſt, and ſten- 
cheth bloud: but who that readeth the Apocalips,ſhal find 
there a Rayne-bowe about the ſeate of God, of Smaradge 
onely; Of the which colour, planet, and precious ſtone, I 
leaue off.

Nobleneſſe (according as authours have written of the 
ſame) is a dignicy and excellency of birth, and lignage. Far 
when ptiuate poſſe ſions, were giuen by the couſent of the 
poopie (who then had all thinges in common, and were e- 

uall wwhout degree) they gaue both the one and the o- 
therto him at whoſe vertue — matut lled, and of x home 
they receiued a common benefite. And this benignity is 
called in Engliſh, gentleneſſe, and thereof were they cal- 
led gentlemen . Of whome iſſued children, who beeing 
brought vp in vertue, andperceiuing the aduauncement of 
their progenitors, endeuoured themſelues to walke their 
parents ſteppes, and ſtil retayned the fauour,and reuerence 
of the people. Thus for the goodnefle proceeded of ſuch 
generation, the ſtate of them were called good kinde. And 
when.yertue with greate poſſeſſions or dignity, had got 
continuance in one bloud, then was it nobility . For the 
which they were to bee honoured . Ariftotle in his Poli- 

| riques, 


ciques, rchearſed foute kinds thereof. As noblens ofriches, 
and noblenes of linage, noblenes of yertue, and noblenes 
ot ſcience. Olf all which, I meane to ſhew.ye but of two 
of them, that is of vertue, and linage, from whence all che 
other doe proceede, euen as one of them two proceede ont 
of the other. Nobleneſſe of vertue, is a glory gotten by 
courage of nranhood, good conditions, chaſte humg,and 
bylaudable honeſty ,' All which belongech to the heart of 
man, by exerciſeof good workes, with who they are made 
familiar. S. Chryſoftome ſaieth, a man may preſume to take 
bimſclfe as vetie pertite noble, which is aſhamed to ſinne, 
and will not ſuffer himſelfe to bee ouercome of the ſame. 
And therefore as the ſoule is more precious then the body, 
ſo much is noblenes of vertue, more precious thẽ noblenes 
oflignage. and ſo I end of that. The nobleneſſe of lignage, 
is an excellency of dignity going out of the hodie, bur not 
comming out al waie of Rel: that is ſo ennobliſed, for 
perhaps er fieuer deſetued that which came to him from 
8 aunceſtours, who by their merites haue gotten the 
ſame, Aud therefore comming of natures giſte, it ought 

not to be boalted off. For Seneca fayeth, he that 
boaſt of the Rock: that he came off, doth praiſe an other 
man. The bondman may boaſt and ſay ;12ll, wee. hee 
commen of Adam. So Lucifer with his compliſes might 
ſay, all we be commen of heauen. And that is true. But 
yet for their punaiſhimenc ate all driuen iuto the bottomles 
pit of hell, voto whom the prophet Eſay faith : How, art 
thou fallen from heauen oh Lucifer? how haſt thou got- 
ten a ſall euen to the ground? for thou ſaidſt, I will climb 
vp into heauen and make my ſeate aboue beſide the ſtars. 
The ſame Sathaell tharchangell, made aſter the ſimili- 
tude of God, full of wiſedome and perfit tairnes, as ſaith 8. 
Gregorie, and Prince of the ten orders of Angels, abode 
not in heauen one houre, but for the ſinne * pride, hee 
with his conſentants were vtterlyexpelled. For reſti- 
tution of the which tenth order, it pleaſed the diume 
C Maieſtie 
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18 The eAccedence 
Maieſty of God the Father of his infinite goodneſſe, to 
male man after his owne ſimilitude, as ——— in Gene- 
fit. So man was made a liuing ſoule, & as the Philoſophers 
faith, having life in foure manners; that is to ſay, perſeue- 
rant, lively, mouing, and ynderftanding. And furthermore, 
man in his firſt Creation, was immortall, not by Nature, as 
Angels, which haue no power to die, but by grace ; that is 
to ſay, by poſſibility not to haue died. For if he had kept in- 
nocency, he ſhould haue had no knowledge of death. Now 
the Deuill that was firſt bound, had deſpite at Adam, chat 
was then fo free, and aſſaulted him, till he had cauſed him 
to breake the Commandement of God: by which man Was 
brought into thraldome, that continued yntill ſuch time it 
pleaſed the Father of Heauen, to ſend into this World his 
onely Sonne, begotten before Lucifer (as Daxid faith) Je- 
Jus Chrift, a Gentleman of great linage (as the Genealogie 
of Mathew and Luke doe age and King of the Iewes, 
to redeem mankind to fulfill that place in heauen by meek- 
neſſe, that Sathaell loſt by preſumption. This did God en- 
noblis man, and ende wing him with the white veſture of 
Baptiſme, that he ſhould euer after bee a preſt Souldier to 
fight againſt his Enemy the Deuill, and all his pompes. 
Moreouer, for that it might bee knowne, that euen anone 
after the creation of Adam, there was both gentleneſſe & 
vngentleneſſe, you ſhall vnderſtand that the ſecond man 
that was borne was a Gentleman, whoſe name was Abell. I 
ſay a Genleman, both of vertue and of linage, with whoſe 
ſacrifice God was much pleaſed. His Brother Cain was vn- 
gentle, for he offered God the worſt of his fruites. And yet 
contrary te the law of nature, flew his Brother Abell, Alſo 
Noah had 3. Sons, in whom appeared gentlenes and vngen- 
tleneſſe; as in Cham it was vngently done to diſcouer the 
8 of his Father, & laugh him to ſcorne. It was gent- 
y done of Sem and Iapheth, to reproue their Brother, and 
with feare and ſhame to couer their Father, Wherefore 
Noah bleſſed Sem and Iapheth, and curſed Cham with ſerui- 
tude 


Of Armonies, \ 19 
9 Berweene theſe three Sons he deuided 
the world. Sem his Son and heire, he made Prince of Aa, 
from whom Chriſt lineally deſcended on his mothers fide, 
and Cham his ſecond Son, he made Prince of and 
J his third Son, he made Prince of Exropa, Of theſe 

ildren iſſued Emperours, , and diuers degrees of 
Rulers, whereof at this day wee haue eight: of the which 


eight, foure are Noble, as Gentleman, Eſquire, Kni 

Baron; and foure are excellent, as Earle, Duke 
and Prince. Le. Well Sir, here is enough for gentlenes and 
Nobility. I pray you, hat is next to be learned? ꝙc. I haue 
not yet done with this: for of theſe only, I could make the 
Booke, But for to eaſe your wearineſſe, I will make ſhore 
with you, Thete are foure Gentlemen of ſundry callings. 
Le. Which are they ? Ge. The firſt is a Gentleman ofaunce« 
firy,which muſt needs be a Gentleman of blood, But if he 
die without iſſue, the whole cote-armor is loſt and then it 
falleth to be a Coat of ynperfit bearing. The ſecond is a 
Gentleman ofblood, and not of anceftry. As when hee is 
the ſecond in degree, diſcended from the firſt of chat name, 
The third. is a gentleman of coat · armor, and not of bloud. 
That is to ſay, a gentleman of eote - Armour of the Kin 
badge, as the Kings deuiſe giuen himby a Herhaught. 
is the ſecond ynperfeR cote armor: for if hee dye without 
heire, his cote is done. But if he haue iſſue to the third diſ- 
cent, that is a gentleman of bloud. The fourth is, where 
lawfull wars are proclaimed betweene — King, and 
the Kings Randerd diſplaid. A Chriſtian, I — the 
ſeruice of GOD and his Prince, kill an Heathen Gentle- 
man, of what degree ſocuer hee bee (a Knight Baneret 
except) he ſhall beare the Armes, and vſe his atchleuement 
without any difference, ſauing onely the word of the ſame 
miſcreant Gentleman. 

This is alſo an vnpetſit Coate, for if he dye without 
yſſue of his body, the Coate is doone. But if hee haue 
yſſue to the firſt degree, then ate they all Gentiles of 
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bloud, and there he taketh his firſt beginning to he a gen- 
tleman of bloud . And here is to be noted, that no Chri- 
ſtian man may beare any chriſtian mans cote, neither pa- 
gane, pagabes cote. ou the condition aforeſaid. And yet 
there ia a preheminence, and his it is. Tau Engliſhman in 
field, or when the banner royall is aduaficed doe put 40 
flight any gentleiman, enemy to his Prince, of what degree 
ſoeuerhe be one(excępted) trom his banner of armes, ſſan- 
dard, Pennon, gaydedi; or enſigne & e. The Bagliſyſoul- 
dior may honor his gwne cote in the: ſniſter quartet, with 
the proper cote of the gentleman ſo fled away . And ſo in 
like manner muſt you vndetſtand, x hen the like feat is prac- 
tiſed at the beſic ging of a hold. Le. Bur I pray you, how is 
it ia the, challenge of combat? Ge. I know what,anakerth 
youdoubt, indeed it bath bin ſaid alloy that if one chriſtiag 
man ouercome another in challenge of cembat, that then 
he that is victor, ſhall beare the core, of, the van quiſhed, 
but that is an ettot. Yet he that is vanquiſhed ſhall loſe his 
owne proper cote, but the victor hall nor haue it. The he- 
rauld ſhal haue the cote and ſet it vp in his office ag.a reuet · 
ſed cote, provided, that the ſame ſhall hot Jer any of the 
kindred of the vanquiſhed; to vſe ot beate the ſame, other 
then thie iſſue of his one body vanquiſhed; Allo if ayoun- 
ger brother will enter: combare, ot go into the field with 
the difference to him belonging in his armes, the heire or 
his younger brochers ſhallprohibue him the bearing these- 
of becaute they are all intereſſed-in the ſame as ſaith Bar- 
toll, leaſt flaunder;ſhould come to thoſe armes, for it is 
doubtfull whether he ſhalbe victor or victus. Le. What re- 
medy is there then? Gerard. If he be a knight he may haue 
bis ownecollours; But an Eſquire weare a ſkarfe from 
the left ſhoulder, to the tight tide, pf, one coullour onely. 
Le. Oh, that you would not ceaſe to tell of theſe things, 
till I were weary, Ge. Well fer that I do ſee in you a will 
to ſearne this Art, I ſay the content of all artes, I willſhew 
ſome part thereof. Le, If you will let me chuſe the matter,

maketh Armes, for becauſe in the fitſt inuention of them, 
they were not called Armes, but tokens or markes. So 
then cuery noble man had a Token or marke to ſhew of 
his Nobilitic and valiantneſſe. And after by a fairer name, 
they were called Armes becauſe they Were obtained by 
two or one of the foure cardinall vertues at the leaſt. 


And this is the firſt, and antienteſt of all others. Ofthis 
the Poets make mention in this wiſe, King Phoerus had 
iſſue three daughters, Meduſa; Steno and Euriale. Me- 
duſa with Neptune the god of the Sea, committed adultrie 
in the Temple of Minerua, who was in reuenge thereof tur- 
ned by the mightie Gods, into an ouglie monſtrous ſhape, 
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and her golden haires into foule lothſome ſerpents, who 
enueying her life with further revenge, ſeeking to haue 
thatmonſter ſlaine, gaue a Chriſtiline ſhielde to her lieute- 
nant Perſeus the Palladian knight ( ſon of the high Ioue be- 
gotten ypon Danac ſhado wd in the golden ſhower) where 
with when he had ſlaine che horrible Gorgon Madaſa, beg 
conſecrated the ſame to mightie goddeſſe Palla. Becauſe 
by her diuine power, he had the victotie. This. ſhielde 
( the very patern whereof, ſtandeth aboue) that noble ſoul- 
ke zinc Tape of Hale Before which thing 
not behind him Pau, Before which thin 

done, the Augures ſaid that it was not er. wings 
that notable defended towne of Troy. Becauſe ye ſhall 
thinke-it no newe thing, it was 1774. yeare of the world, 
and before the incarnation of Chriſt. 1189. yeares. This 
Goddes taught vnto the Libians all things appertaining 
vnto war. So that I take her for goddeſſe of Hereharghts,

It is like- 
ly to be ſo, if it were with others as it was with King Alex» 
ander: who, when hee went againſt the puiſſant King Pe- 
rut, being conſtrained to follow his enterpriſe, and to con- 
uey his Hoaſt ouer a Riuer of wonderful greatneſſe, where- 
with his footmen being afraid, dutſt not aduenture to paſſe 
ouer the ſame. King Ale: lamenting that hee could 
not ſwimme, ſuddenly there withall, pulled a Target from 
one of his Souldiers, and caſt it into the Warer, and ſtood 
vppon the ſame, holding him with his. Speare, and ſo con- 
ueyed by wiſe guiding himſelfe ouer the dangerous water.

reac number of their enemies; ho aſtet that by war they 
had gotten peace, and by their hardineſſe, won a great part 
of Aſia and Europa, they made ofthemſelues a kingdome, 
by the name of Amazon, wherof the moſſ part were ſhoo- 
ting women. They fought hand to hand with the moſt va- 
lianteſt Princes of the world, as with Hercules, Theſevs, A- 
chillet, and the great Alexander himſclfe.

And furthermore, for the antiquitie of Armorie, I will 
ſhew you the thing I found in an Author enticuled, Geſta 
Troianorum-, wherein yee ſhall finde the ſelfeſame words 
as they heere follow. In ancient time, I read, that there 
was no other order but two, that is to ſay, Wedlocke, and 
Knighthood. A Knight was made, before any Cote ar- 
mour, whereof Olubion was the firſt that euer was. Aſte- 
riall his Father, came ot the line of that wootthy Gentle 
man Iapheth, and ſaw the people multiplie, hauing no Go- 
uernout, and that the curſſed people of Sem warred a- 
gainſt them: Olibion beeing a mightie man, and ſtrong, 
the people cryed vppon him to bee their Geuernour. 
A thouſande men were then Muſtered of [apheres 
line, Aferiallmade to his Sonne, a Garland of nine 
D diuers 
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diuers precious ſtones in Token of Cheualry, to be the fe. 
uernour of a thonſand men. Olibion kneeled to Aſterial his 
Father, and asked his bleſſing: Aſteriall took [aphets Fau- 
chen that Tubal made before the flood, and ſmote flatling 
nine times vpon the right ſhoulder of Olibion, in token of 
the nine vertues of the aforeſaide precious ſtones, with a 
charge to keep the nine vertues of Chiualrie, as followeth,

And therefore 
Geffery Changer built vnto him 

( after of his one nature and 
condition, a houſe called Fame, 
a place meete for the horſe of 
honour) whoſe originall the 
Poets faine was, when valiant Perſews the Souldier of the 
Goddeſſe Pallas, in dangerous fight atchiued by helpe of 
her glittering, ſhielde , the batrelPagainſt Meduſs, the 
Daughter of King Phoricxs, who when he had ſeuered the 
head of this vglic monſter, ſtraĩght guſht out the ſtreames 
of bloud in ſuch abundance, as thereof grew the flying 
Horſe, to ſhew forth the fame of fo happy a conqueſt :who 
taking flight towards the beauens (Where he is nowfix- 
ed) ſſrake with his fete: the higheſt tap of Mount Heli- 
bn, from whence iminediatlie roſe the ſountaine (Hp - 
crene ) wherein the 'Muſes take their delight and bathe, 
Which fountaine fithence in all ages, hath ſufficiently wa- 
tered the growing planets of the pleaſant Countries ad- 
toyning; And lately, {6 with cleare Bireames hath aboun · 
ded; as exceeding the olde lunits burſt forth the bankes, 
reaching themſelues to Countries. farther diſtance, ſweet- 
lie moyſting the ſoyles thereof, And amongſt other, plea- 
ſant lie —— the olde ſorwome Temples, dedicate 
to theGaddeſſe, as places meete for Pallas Muſes, to in- 


habite 
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habite & make their paſtime : where now is placed a Soul. 
diet that doth defend the ſame, named Pallaphilos the high 
Conſtable of the Goddeſſe het ſelſe, Marſhall of the Inner 
Temple, whoſe magnificent Court, with rate deuifing of 
the Gods themſelues, brought ſuch admiration to 
of ruder number, that although I mi it, 1 
not approach it by the length of Strabos kenning , when 
from farre he ſaw the nauy of Puny. And therein I thought 
me in Tantalus paine, to ſwim in ſo ſweete dewes on eue · 
tie fide, yet not able once to aſſay thereoſ. L. Ihaue heard 
you — diſcribe this Horſſe, herein I commend your 
compendious inſtruction. And by the way you touched 2 
Prince, a Souldier of Pallas, whale bonour you ſeeme 
much to allow, I pray you therefore, ſteing aut talke ten- 
deth to honour, lex vs not omit the ineſſe of ſuch a 
perſon who as it ſeemeth deſeruech fame; een by nature 
to ſhew forth his praiſe,, . Therefore let me vnderſtand at 
length what ye meant therein. Ge, If you will attend I will - 
as 71 was ſerueth, vtter as I can the man that Imeane: 
and ſhew you what I ſawin his court touching Armes, 
and martiall proweſſe (as whereto I cooke beſt re- 

ard and meeteſt for my ie.) Other matters which 
— for ſolace of minde, by helpe of all the liberall 
Sciences flowing ſo abundantly, as it ſeemed in deed, che 
Muſes had their abiding, I will paſſe ouer farlacke of skill 
to vtter the excellencie , toſuch in Per- 
naſſes hill, and haue taſted of Helicon, or drunk with He- 
frodus flowing eloquence, to ſer forth the praiſe according 
to the worthineſſe zand will teturne ta that I began with, 
Armesz a matter meeter for a Souldier. Aſter I bad tra- 
uailed through the Eaſt part ofthezynknowne world, to 
vndetſtand of deeds of Armes, and ſo artiuinginahe- ſaire 


__ River of Thames, Ilanded within halfe a league fromthe 


Cirry of London, which was (as I coniecture) m Decem- 
ber And drawing neere the Citty, — _ 
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the ſhot oſ double Cannons in ſo great a number, and ſo 
terrible, chat ĩt darkned the whole aire , Where with al- 
though l was in my natiue country t yet ſtood I amazed, 
not knowing what it meant. Thus as J abode in diſ- 
paire eithet to returne or continue my former — „1 
chaunced to ſee comming towards me an honeſt Citizen, 
clothed ina long Garment, keeping the high way, ſee· 
ming to walke foi his recreation, which pronoſticated ta- 
ther peace then perill. Of whom I demaunded the cauſe 
of this great ſhot, who friendly anſwered, It is quoth he a 
warning ſhot to the officers of the Conſtable Marſhall of 
the inner Temple, to prepare to dinner. Why (aid 1) 
what, is he of that eſtate, that ſeeketh not other meanes to 
warne his officers,then with ſuch terrible ſhot in ſo peace- 
able a Countty. Marry (faith he) he vttereth himſelfe the 
better to be Teese whoſe name he beareth, Trhen 
demanded what prouince did he gouerne that needeth 
ſuch an officer, © He anfwered me, the province was not 
great in quantitie, but ancient in true Nobilitie. A place 
{aid he ptiuileged by the moſt excellent Princes, the high 
Gouernour of the whole land, wherein are the ſtore of 
Gentlemen of the hole Realme, that repaire thether to 
learne to rule, and bey by Law, to yeelue their fleece to 
their Prince and common weale, as alſo to vſe all other 
exerciſes of body and minde where · vnto nature moſt apt 
ly ſerueth to adorne by ſpeaking, countenance, — 
and vic of apparell, the perſon of a Gentleman, whereb 
amitie is obtained and continued, that Gentlemen of all 
Countties in their young yeares, nouriſhed together in 
one place, with ſuch comely order, and daily conference 
are knit by continuallacquainrance in fuch vnity of minds 
and manners, as lightly neuer after is fevered : then which 
n hothing more profitable to the common weale. And 
after kehad told me thus much ofhonour of the place, I 
commanded in mine owne conceit the pollicie of the G o- 


uernour, which ſeemed to vtter in it ſelſe, the *

of a oy 8 weale. For that the beſt of theit 
eople from tender s trayned vp in precepts of lu- 
Pics, it could not — forth a — peo- 
ple, to a wiſe common weale, Wherefore 1 determined 
with my ſelfe to make proofe of that I heard by report. 
The next day I thought for my paſtime to walke to this 
Temple, andentring in at the Gates, I found the building 
nothing coſtly : but many comely Gentlemen of face and 
yu , and thereto very courteous ſaw I paſſe too and 
o: ſo as it ſeemed a Princes port to be at hand. And 
paſſing forward, entered into a Church of auncient buil- 
ding, wherein were many monuments of Noble perſona- 
ges armed in Knightly habite, with their cotes depain- 
ted in auncient ſhields wherear I tooke pleaſure to be- 
hold. This gaſing as one bereft with the rare fight, There 
came vnto me an Herehaught, by name Palaphilos, a King 
of Armes, who — ſaluted me faying, for that I 
was a ſtraunger, and ſeeming by my demeanour a louer 
of honour I was his gueſt ofrightr, Whoſe curteſie (as 
reaſon was) I obeyed, anſwering, I was at his comman- 
dement, | Thea faith he, yeſhall go to mine one lod- 
ging, here within the Pallace, where we will have ſuch 
cheere as the time and Country wil yeeld vs, where I af- 
fureyou, I was fo intertayned, as no where met I with 
better cheere or company. - And after we had thus well 
repoſed vs, in conuenient time , he led me into his office of 
Arms, The keeper therof was his Calligate Knight named 
Diligence, where lay comly couched bookes of antient 
Ieſts, deeds of Honour, Chronicles of Countries, & Hi. 
Rories of ſundry ſorts, There were alſo the orders of Coroe 
nations, Creations, Dubbings, Muſteringes, Campinges, 
vvith peaceſull Progreſſes, Weddings, & Chriftnings, Or- 
ders of Robes Royall, and honorabla Triumphs and Mor- 
nings, curiouſly hanged, and decked with maps of ſundry 
Countries, deſcribing their ſcituations and commodities, 


Aboue the reſt, was a valance, where were Eſcocheons — 
the

the honourable eſtates now living within his Province, 
Within all theſe ſate his Purſeuant Truſty, and his Meſſen- 
ger Swiſt, ſtudiouſſy keeping choſe Monuments from wor- 
my wemes. And further within, there was a ſeperate 
roome for his private ſtudy, herein fate his Hetehaught 
Marſhall, and afore bim lay foure Legers of huge volume, 
all of ſingle cotes, And ypon ſbelues round about, were 
couched his ſeauen yeares viſitations, vpon a fide bord lay 
ſtraight Pedegrees aſcending, & Genealogics diſcending, 
and Ramous, Andyponthe valence of that ſludy, were 
Scocheons of vnperſice beating. Allo within a preſie, cloſe- 
ly kept, lay diuerſe reuerſed cotes. And on his right hand 
od a faite Armour, which at a Triumph, by mis fortune 
ſell into the field. And on che left hand, the barbing of a 
ood licede, alfo a ſword with a Gauntlet, al theſe ( 
Fe) be not yet redeemed, And after he had thus ſhewed me 
the order of his ſtudy, he led me towards the Pallace of his 
Prince, to paſſe the time with pleaſure, and by the way be- 
gan to tell me a tale, the effect whereof I will recite, A 
Gentleman (quoth hee) named Deſire, walking for his 
ſtance in the iv field, beholding the beaurifull ſhapes of 
Dame Natures deckings, ſuddenly felt the ayre of pleaſant 
EZolu, the breath of Fame, who ſweetly: recounted to him 
dame Beauties guifts, which done, as he ſuddenly came, ſo 
likewiſe vaniſhed vnknowne , Whereat the Gentleman 
not alitle,maruailed. In which amaze (Gouernance) him 
ſaluted ſaying, bee not agaſt, for I Gouernance ſhall bee 
your ſhield, and euen yonder commeth Grace, who alſo 
will be your protetour, Wherewith Grace likewiſc him 
embraced : Ithanke you both (faith the Gentleman) l was 
ſomewhat aſtonied at the ſuddaine comming, andreturne

their houſe, - And after a time they had thus abidenthere, 
Deſire chaunced to eſpy dame Beauty paſſing too and fro 
in the Tower of Solace, whom hee earneſtly beholding, 
praiſed much her comely ſhape, and wiſhed hercompany, 
minding to-preffe foorth into her preſence, and ready to 
enterin at — dore, Danger, depainted his bluſhing flee, 
and would not ſuffer him to approch, wherewith he recei- 
ued griefe, Forremedy herein he made ſuite to Counſel, 
declaring that with beholding.Beauty, he was entrapped 
ynwares, Anddefirous to acquaint himſelfe with her qua- 
lit ies, he thought to offer her his ſeruice. But thruſt backe 
by Danger durſt not attempt. his ſure. Counſell bad him 
not diſpaite, though dainty Danger and fro ward Fortune, 
bad giuen him repulſe, The meanes herein (faith he) to 

y them is to acquaint your ſelſe with Wiſedome, whoſe 
Way is ſuch in this Court, that dainty Danger with her 
ex- mate Fortune, dare not appeare in bis preſence for he 
lifcech aloft ſuch as to him ſeemeth good, & treadeth down 
their i wer" weakelings, voyd of any refuge, There- 
fore, who ſo will pleaſure. win, let him with Wiſedome 
firſt begin; and then no doubt your Lady will pirty your 
plaint. And the rather, when ſhe ſeeth that by diligence, 
ou ſceke to obraine her ſeruice. For hard is the hart, that 
— pierceth not. Let Treylus be to you herein a myrtrour, 
bow oft he languiſhed wrapt in Venus bands, het time ob- 
rained loue of the vntruo Cre/ide . And after forrow, hee 
eſtſoones obtained ioy.. See alſo Porthes. that loued Si- 
done, with what carefull trauaile, and vnquiet reſt the vn- 
happy corpes was tormoyle d, with a reſtleſſe head, til Time 
obtained her grace to grant him fauour, Who after reſted in 
great ſelicity: Examples, a thouſand more may bee — 
cere- 
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herein, Wherefore leaue off this ruth, and ſeeke to live 
by hope, till Time may pos the blind boy to pearſe her 
tender hart, and force her to yeeld to Natures heſt. Then 
ſhall ye ſee the glyding looks ſteale foorth and ſhewthem- 
{clues the Meſſengers of loue, whoſe ſugred vapors knit- 
reth Venus conſent. . And after the ſighes doth eaſe the 
melting heate. Wherefore ſorrow no more, for ſurely Op- 
portunity and Time, ouerthroweth ſtrongeſt Towers, And 
chink you then, the ſeely woman may reſiſt? No no, (quoth 
he) therefore proceede. Time will eſpy when Nature 
ſball preuaile. Alas (quoth this Gentleman) ſhe is beſides 
all ornaments of Nature, of Noble Parentage, rich in = 
ſeſſions, and large of Dominion. I doubt therefore Diſ- 
daine with ſcorufull lookes. What though(quoth Coun- 
ſell) withdraw not yet your ſute, for hee that ſpareth to 
ſpeake, ſpareth to ſpeed, Veeld not although ſhe ſay nay. 
The womanly gwiſe is euermore to delay. But none fo 
ſtrong, that is inuincible. And then Counſell entering in- 
to the cloſer of Secrecy, tooke his leaue, bidding him pro- 
ceed.

The enuironed 
order of Pegaſus pendant vpon a coller accideled, deuided 
with PP. endorſed, declateth compaſſing foreſight, con- 
fant in loue of wiſedome, whoſe name vttereth his nature 
by P P. endorſed, Palaphilos Patron of Pegaſus: which is 
to ſay Wiſedome, the welſpring of Fame, agreeing with 
his word, Vvlat alta ad Sidera virtus. And the Targe ofthe 
mighty Pallas of Chtiſtaline colour, ſet on a Torce Lana, 
ps. Towe manteled Sapheir, dubled Perle, fignifieth that 
this Targe of the celeſtiall Gods, ſhewerh thinceſtious hfe 
and filthy act, committed by Meduſa Daughter to King 
Phorcius, who ſpared not a publique place for holy rites, 
Vea, the ſecred Temple of Minerua to ptactiſe her flehy luſt, 
with that ſame God Neptune, whereof as ſhee openly fled 
the diſcipline of womanly ſhamefaſtneſſe, ſhee was by the 
Gods decree for her fo Eule a fault, bereft of all dame 
Beauties ſhape, with eugry comely ornament of Natures 
decking, The glyding eye framed to francies amorous 
luſt, turned was to wan and deadly. beholding. And for 
thoſe golden and criſped lockes, roſe fow¾le and hideous 

Serpents, the worlt of wayward Aſpes. Thus euery ſeemel 
ift transformed into loathſome annoyance ofa esutiſull 
— made a beaſtly Monſter, horrible to mankinde, 
a myrror for Venus Minions. So the darke ſences of that 
Gorgon lady,whileſt wondering at the monſter ofher own 
ſhape, that ſhee beheld in the ſhining ſhield of her enemy, 
was ſuddenly bereft of al thoſe her wonted witchings. And 
now not able to alter the preſent enemy, into her 1

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forme after the wonted manner, ſtood thus amazed, til ſe- 
uered was herougly head borne in Pallas Targe, from the 
cation body to pay the debt of het deſerued treſpaſſe, This 
ſheweth to you bes Patronof vettue, the very knight 
of Pallas, whoſe zealous affection preſerueth Religion: 
whoſe chaft diſpoſition, defendeth places conſecrate to 
Gods from filthy prophanation. And the offenders therein, 
with de ſtruction of themſelues, as Monſters of nature, bee 
plagueth with perperuall infamy : whoſe diſpatch giueth 
place to vertue, railing Fame to the glory of Honor prepa- 
red for euer. And as the Torſe is by nature wreathed with 

colours of wiſe Joue and Pale Luna, Mantelled of the 

doubled of the ſecond, ſo it vttereth the naturall 
behaviour of the bearet, neyther abounding in hot defire, 
neyther oppreſſed with quamy colde, apt to vnweldy ſloth. 
But with interchangable gouernment of each diſpoſition, 
ſuppre ſſing the growing pride of both; who is found of 
modeſt behauiour appareled with Mantell of Secrecy and 
Counſell, by Pallas help, to him a raturall garment, All 
which by Atlas & Hercules, the one for knowledge in the 
Heavens, the other for his xii, monſtrous Labours, to the 
profit of mankind, are ſaid to ſuſtaine the world ypon their 
ſhoulders, vttering to vs hereby the further properties of 
PallasSouldiourto be skilfull in knowledge, and able to a- 
bide the traucls ofthe earth, So haue you her Knights, an 
armed Mars, a Champion pollitique in field to fight, or at 
home to defend, an ordered Iuſticet without reſpect. Mer- 
cifull to the meeke, enemy to monſtrous tyranny, bounti- 
ful to the vertuous, & clothed with ſecrecy & Counſel,the 
chiefe Dominatour in earth and skies. Who ſo ruleth the 
whole as no part may fall, agreeing with his deuiſe, whoſe 
vertue ſhineth by fame in the houſe of honor. Such a Prince 
your compani6inorder,jsno where found. So mighty Mars 
doth gouerne you as the golden Sphere hath nor diſcloſed, 
whoſe wiſedome leadeth Salomon, whoſe conqueſts excell 
Alex. hoſe labors to Hercules are nothing inferior:whoſe

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yoakeththe mighty and maketh free tue bound, towhoſe 
gouernment euery eſtate offereth varequired,their obedi- 
ence, All which, time hath tryed, and your ** haue made 
true, wherein the duty Cones office vrgeth me not to be 
| filent, eſpecially being of Pallas faction. An auncient Sol- 
di our, preferred byskill to office of Armes, whoſe coun- 
tenance carrieth with it authoritie to judge of Nobilitie 
and Acts martiall tending to honour. Soholden.in the firft 
age, as reuerenced by Libian fathers, honoured by great 
Alexander, ſupported by Octauian the Emperor, crowned 
by Charles the great, and confirmed by the Law of Nati- 
ons, regiſters of troth: whoſe duty is in battaile to judge 


without corruption, to attribute without regard, to con- 


tinue to poſteritie, and preferre to fame the victorious de- 
ſerued honour : wherefore- the Fowles in the aire, Beaſts 
in earth, fiſh in ſeas, with all dame Natures. motion, wit- 
neſſe Pallat wiſedome, And bid me pronounce the honor 
ofthis eſtate with glory and fame 8 to endure.

Then were deliuered to him the ſpurs of 
Speed, to pricke there with the horſe of Fame. Then was 
he couered with the Mantell of Pallas triple colours, Ar- 
ent, Or, and Purpure: that by ſimple trouth, ſecret coun- 

fell, and good aduiſe to forecaſt ere he attempt, and then 
by ſpeede to proſecute with effect. Then laftly was put a- 
bout his necke, the coller of Pallas order, with pendant 
Peg aſiu, to linke together with louing conſent, his armed 
= Thar ſo by Pegaſus he might to Honour mount, 
a place for a verteous Conquetour. And for better aſſu- 
rance hereof, Trouth held the ſword, whilſt he was ſworne 
by the croſle thereof, which was thus,

And this ended, the high Conſtable dubbeth him with: 
ſworde, bidding him ariſe Knight, by living vertue, All 
which obſeruations finiſhed, Pallaphilos biddeth them go 
offer to Pallas, the firſt, fruits oftheir gotten vertues, gi- 
uivg thanks to the Goddefle: with-ſacrifice. And fo they 
departed towards the Temple in ſuch: order as they came, 
ſaving accompanied with two Noble men, to cuery of 
them. And before them were all ſounds of Mars his Mu- 
ſicke and Officers of armes in their order, their facrifice 
done, they returned in like ſort to Pallaphitos Hall, where 
they prepared prices of honour for Tilt, Turney, and ſuch 
Knightly paſtime. And after ſor their ſolace, mas ked 
wizh Beauties Dames, with ſuch heauenly — as — 
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Apollo aud Orpheus had ſhewed their cunning, At length 
the high Conſtable departed the Hall, Anon after, the 
Squires for the body prepared to reſt. And the Vſhers 
commanded to auoide, and ſo I departed to Pallaphilos 
lodging, where Ilackt no entertainement. Ee. Sir I thanke 
you for this good report, ſo well diſcloſed, as me thought, 
when you were telling, Iſaw the things doing wherein I 
commend your memory that ſeemeth not to omit any 
thing, but rather vttering word by word as they were 
done, Ge, You know — — to the Office of Armes, 
to make true reports ( eſpecially in matters of high honor) 
leaſt by corruption he defaceth things well done, & ther- 
by giues occaſion to reſtleſſe Enuy to ſpew her poyſon to 
Honours blemiſn, which 1 aſſure you ſhould be to his great 
rebuke, for an Herehaught muſt attend with Linceus eyes 
in drifts of Princes doings, wherefore I vſc to note in Ta- 
bles, ſuch things as I heare and ſee them do, and in ſuch 
order, as I will be ſure to omit none. Le. Sit it doth fo ap- 
peate. And ſorry Iam chat latter time hath wrought no 
newer matter that we likewiſe might ſpend a longer time 
in report thereof.

Le, No ſurely, my defire is more now 
then when you firſt began. Ge, Well then, Twill ſome other 
time when leaſure may ſerue vs both, run ouer one peece 
more that yet I haue in ſtore. Le. Marry fir, no time better 
then euen now, for I can well attend it. Ge. No ſoft, you 
muſtthinke all ſhrewes at home be not aſſeepe, wherefore 
Iwill bye me hence. The day paſſeth on, & meate bur - 
neth, my wife chideth, and except I haſt me home.

Gentlemen, now fith the Purſeuant is gone, I wil ſhew 
you the figure of an Hetehaught in haſt, in his apt appa- 
rell: ſuch one as King Edward the third made, for bring- 
ing him good newes from Brittaine to Dover, By which 
figure you ſhall perceiue, that Herehaughts may haue all 
honourable ſhifts, that poſſible may ferue thereto, As in 
my time and of late yeres, I ſaw an Herehaught for lacke 
ofthe Queens cote of Armes, take two Trumpet banners 
and laced them together, and ſo ſerued. Icount him bet - 
ter Herehaught, and better apparelled, then this that ſtan- 
deth here. And for that ſhiſt making, moſt worthy to be 
remembred perpetually amongſt Herehaughis, and to be 
wricten ot in Chronicle ſor euer. For at that time, it was 
as effectuall, as tho ugh he had had the Queenes Royall 
cote of Armes. And though this Herehaught ſtand thus: 
account him not ſo bare of knowledge of this Art, as it 
ſeemech to you, he is of apparell. And 
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And who that can do the fame (Golightly) ſhall become 
his Scholler, vntill he haue learned as much of him, as hee 
hath already learned heere,and take him for hit ſouetaigne 
Maiſter. This Hetehaught is no Steganographier, his 
name is Panther, an Herehaught to the late Queen of Eng- 
land, and ſerueth for her Dutchy of Normandj : which ſeig- 
niory, all Eng/sþ men are bound to honour, not onely be- 
cauſe the moſt part of the Gentlemens aunceſtours that are 
now, came from thence with King ha the Conque- 
rour, and were Normaines but for the ſweete revenues fer 
from thence at diuerſe times by force of Armes,which hath 
beene richer to Exgliſb Souldiours then the ſpoyle of the 
Samnitet was to the Remaines, who were in Gold 
and Siluer. For in the time of King Edward the third, at 
one voyage, his Souldiours were ſo laden with pray of 
Armes, as they eſteemed nothing but gold, ſiluer, & Eſtrich-
